In regard to” the Municipal 
Office and Council Chamber 
there seems to he yarious rum- 
ours throughout the Municipal. 
ity regarding samé, snd I take 
this means of putting before 
you the actual facts of the pro- 
posed building, 

It is not the intention of the 
Couneil tu erect a Hall or plaee 
of amusement or for entertain- 
ments of any kind whatever; 
simply to erect a permanent 
Oftice Building, furnace-heated, 
with a built im vault of ample 
size to keep Municipal records, 
that according to the Act must 
be preserved fur a number of 
years, 

The safe purchased some 
yeurs ago is now too smalleto 
accommodate all records that 
must be kept, 

1t is also necessary to provide 
a suitable place for the Seore- 
tury to properly conduct the 
business of the Municipality 
with the ample room for the 
necessury «equipment required 
forthe proper pertormance of 
a Municipal Secretary's work. 

It is also proposed to erect a 
Council Chamber to hold Coun- 
cil Meetings and have both this 
and the office included in the 
same building, with full base- 
ment under sume, with the 
vault built from the busement 
up, in order to insure ample 
storage oom for Munieipal Re- 
cords for alltime, Sueh a vault 
would cost approximately $900 
or 31009. ‘The estimated cost of 
such a building, after careful 
euquiries from other Municipal- 
ities which have erected officee 
cannot be figured at less than 
$4,000.

Canada is prosperous today, and it should take full advantage of its 
present favorable position. The people are optimistic and should continue so, 
They should continue to show vision, courage, and engage in constructive 
development, They would be unworthy of their heritage and the future 
possibilities of their Dominion if they#acted otherwise. But they should 
nevertheless have a care in the enthusiasm of the glowing present not to 
forget the years to come. 
Just as night follows day, 


winter follows summer, youth grows into old 
age, and death is the ultimate ending of birth, so is it inevitable that, in| 
course of time, depression in business will follow buoyancy, A pendulum | 
swings just as far one way as it does the other. It is a wise man and a 
wise community, therefore, which when times are good and development 
is the order of the day, takes thought of, and prepares for that future day | 
when retrenchment may become a necessity. 

If growth and expansion is artifiically pushed too far; if an individual 
or a community becomes committed to large future obligations in order to 
further speed up present development, they may find themselves in great 
future difficulty. ‘ 

All countries, all communities, most individuals, have passed through 
such bitter experiences. Western Canada has not been immune from them, 
and those who. recall the “boom” days of the past know that the period or 
adjustment following the collapse of a “boom'’ was much longer than the 
“boom” itself, and that in the final analysis the losses far out-weighed the 
gains. / 

At the present time all our Western cities, towns, villages and. rural | 
municipalities are planning their programmes for 1929. Times are pros- 
perous, the country is growing, and the almost universal demandsis for in- 
creas expenditures to provide this and that. Today it is possible ant 
comparatively easy to borrow the money to carry such enterprises through 
and to meet the initial interest charges. But a debt is created which will | 
remain for years to come. When the present buoyancy subsides, when 
money is less easy to obtain, when depression and some degree of unemploy- 
ment replaces present favorable conditions in business, will the load be too | 
heavy to carry? i 

It will be unless care is exercised by all civic and municipal authorities 
in seeing that the safety line in expansion is not passed, and that expendi- 
tures now made are for permanent constructive work which will be revenue 
producing in the years to come. Extravagance in ideas is no more justified 
in times of prosperity than they are at other times. It is in those “other 
times” that the bills really have to be paid. 

Developmental works are necassary and are justified in times of pros- 
perity, when they would be suicidal, in fact quite impossible, in times or) 
depression, When depression prevails it is frequently impossible to provide 
for even imperative and wholly justifiable expenditures, These must be 
provided when times are prosperous, It then becomes an equally imperative 
duty to provide them. 

But non-essentials, no matter how desirable they may he in other 
respects, should be carefully considered less citizens, the taxpayers, are 
unthinkingly swept into the authorization of expenditures which later on 
they may have cause to bitterly regret, 

Such words of warning are unnecessary in times of depression; it 1s 
now, when prosperity is with us, that warnings are necessary and should 
be heeded.

Sydney, N.S.W.—-The crew of the 
aeroplane Southern Cross lived for 
two weeks on wild beans and mud 
snails and were extremely haggard 
and weak when found by a Heath 
Airways ‘plane, it was revealed when 
the rescuers reached Derby. 

The returning airmen said they 
learned from Captain Charles Kings- 
ford Smith, who with Charles P, Ulm 
and two others came to grief on 
March 31, when they were forced to 
land in the mud flat regions of Port 
George while on an easy stage 
flight to England, that the men soon 
hecame too exhausted from exposure 
to make their way to the coast and 
probably would have perished had 
their rescue been delayed much 
longer. 

The mecting between the stranded 
flyers and the pilot of the rescue 
plane was described as highly emo- 
tional. 

Captain Kingsford-Smith told him 
that he and ris companions had 
sighted several ‘planes passing over 
them, but could not attract atten- 
tion to their position with signals or 
other means.

Sweet Clover As Prairie Crop 


Likely To Prove Of Great Import- | 


ance To the Farming Industry 


The introduction of sweet clover 
into Western Canada as one of the 


main farm crops is lkely to be of, 


great importance to the farming in- 
dustry. It is not only recognized as 


; a useful crop for improving soils, but, 


it also fits in well with the short ro- 
tations that are best suited to prairie 
agriculture. Sweet clover is not only 
an easy crop to establish, but the 
seed can be purchased so cheaply 


that no great expense is entailed in| 
the sowing of a considerable acreage | 


with this useful legume. 


Sweet clover is an excellent forage | 


crop. Experiments have been carried 
on at 


into silage for milch cows. In his re- 
port for last year, published by the 
Department of Agriculture, at Otta 
wa, Superintendent Tinline tells of 
an experiment that was conducted 
with herds of milking cows during & 
period of nine weeks. The cows in 
Group 1 were fed corn silage during 
the first and third periods, and sweet 
cover in the second period. The cows 
in group 2 were fed sweet cover dur- 
ing the first and third periods, ana 
corn silage in the second period. The 
corn silage was of good quality made 
from North-western Dent corn that 
contained an average amount of cob. 
The sweet cover used in the siage 
was cut when about fifty per cent. of 
the plants were in flower. Records 
were kept of the yields of milk and 
the body weight gained by the cows 
when fed on the different rations 
The corn silage proved slightly super- 
ior, yielding 1.3 pounds more milk 
per day than when the sweet clover 
silage was fed. The clover silaga 
proved best for putting weight on 
the cows, which in this case were ap- 
proaching the end of their milking 
period, Their average daily gain was 
slightly more than one-quarter of a 
pound more than those getting the 
corn silage.

Aged Told By Rings | 
Study Of Life History Of Halibut Is 
Most Interesting 


The age of the halibut, one of Bri- 
tish Columbia's most important food 
fish, is determined in much the same 
manner as the age of trees—by the 
rings. But instead of cutting the en- 
tire fish to acertain the number of 
rings in a cross section of its body 
it is necessary merely to test a stone 
found in the ears of the halibut, ac- 
cording to J. P. Babeock, chairman) 
of the International Fisheries Com- | 
mission, and a well-known‘ authority 
on the habits of the halibut. 

Mr, Babcock says that during the 
past few years the commission has 
collected many specimens of halibut 
larvae much smaller and younger 
than any previously known and that 
it has been possible through these 
discoveries to study the life history | 
of the halibut much more thorough: 
‘ly than ever before, 

“How long the young fish swim 
upright and when and what changes 
before the halibut acquires the habit | 
| of lying on one side, with its head 
twisted sideways, both eyes on the 
upper side, is unknown,” says Mr, 
Babcock. “It is one of the most fas- 
cinating problems on which the com- 
mission is engaged. It is one of the 
most engaging problems in marine 
biology.

Dutch Seaman Attempted To Cross 
Atluntic In Lifeboat 

Captain Johannes J, Schuttevaer, 
72-year-old Dutch seaman, his first 
mate, Francis Meyer, and his second 
mate, Cornelius A, Vanderlaan, ar- 
rived at New York from San Juan, 
Forto Rico, on the steamer San Lor- 
enzo with the 20-foot lifeboat in 
which they set out fram Lisbon to 
cross the Atlantic February 8. 

In reality, more than a year has 
clapsed since they began their jour- 
ney from Rotterdam to New York, 
They were nearly shipwrecked in the 
Bay of Biscay in February, 1928.

“oundation of National Culture 


Two new Canadians from Roumania demonstrate the art of weaving at Regina. 


Those who have in ches pant regarded the New Canadians from 
Europe as hewers of wood and drawers of water must, after the recent 
demonstrations at the Great West Festival at Regina, admit that these 
peoples have, with their native arts, decidedly enhanced the cultural 
wealth of the country of their adoption. J. Murray Gibbon, who 
sponsored the festival under the auspices of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, even goes so far as to say that Saskatchewan and the other prairie 
provinces have within their borders the foundation of a National culture 
finer than that of any other nation on earth. To this foundation, the 
first sod for which had been turned at the previous festival at Winnipeg, 
all the races which go to make up the peoples of the west have contri- 
buted—Icelanders and Irish with their folk-songs and lore, Swedes and 
Slavs alike with their folk-crafts and dances. Hardly a race known to 
civilization, old or new, but contributed to the festival some artistry 
which will make for the further development of that culture which, 
being national, will be the means of welding to a still greator solidarity 
those people who are Canada, 

That the movement for the attainment of this end is a popular one 
was demonstrated by the fact that literally thousands were unable to

The upshot of 
his interview with these historic 
figures was that he went to Winni- 
peg with A. B. Stickney, general 
superintendent of the C.P.R. west- 
ern division, as accountant on

Canada's Opportunity and Responsibility 


It has been said times without number that Canada occupies a para- 
mount and responsible position as interpreter of Great Britain to the 
United States, arfd of the United States to Great Britain. Such views have 
been expressed, not so frequently by Canadians themselves as by leading 
men in Great Britain and the United States, 

Within the past few years the opinion has been expressed by leading 
citizens of the Empire and of China, Japan, and other oriental lands, that 
Canada, because of its geographical postiion and its rapidly expanding 
trade across the Pacific, likewise occupies a strong position as interpreter 
of the Orient to the rest of the Empire. Canada is popular in China and 
Japan as compared with the United States and European countries. 

In the councils of the League of Nations this Dominion also stands 
high, and deservedly so, It is recognized by other countries, and more 
particularly the smaller nations, that Canada has no selfish purpose to serve 
through its membership in the League; that, on the contrary, the Canadian 
attitude is one of disinterestedness, based Wholly in a desire to render ser- 
vice to mankind. The Canadian position in the League has always been for 
peace, conciliation, recognition of the rights of others, and, especially, not 
merely fair treatment but open generosity and sympathy for minorities. 

Because of this unselfish attitude, Canadians are welcome in all lands, 
and the high opinion entertained for this country is proving a real asset 
to the business and commercial interests of the Dominion in the opening and 
development of foreign markets for Canadian products. 

Now, one of the most influential men in India, Sir Rabindranath 
Tagore, the world renowned poet, outlines to Canada a duty which rests 
upon this young Dominion, not only to itself, or to a group of nations, but 
to wide world. Sir Rabindranath was a distinguished guest and speaker at the 
recent Conference of the National Council of Education held at Vancouver, 
and in his farewell message to Canada he gave expression to views which 
Canadians everywhere may well read, ponder over, and to which they 
should give heed. ‘ 

“Canada,’” he said, “is too young to fall a victim to the malady of dis- 
{llusionment and scepticism, and she must believe in the great ideals in the 
face of contradiction—for she has the great gift of youth; she has the 
direct consciousness of the stir of growth within her which should make 
her trust herself, which is the only sure way of trusting the world,” |

right of representation should it be 
dealing with a question which di- 
rectly affected their interests.
